The relatio nship between sugar 
anti beauty may seem rather remo te 
at first, but after all the* dependence 
o f beauty o n this sweet is intimate. 
Peo ple who have no fat sho w the 
pro jectio ns o f their bo nes thro ugh 
the muscles and skin. The typical 
“Uncle Sam” is a rawbo ned, lean 
fello w, and in early days this was the 
typical Yankee—that is, a perso n 
witho ut fat. 
No wr, sugar is co m­ 
po sed o f 96.7 per o ent. o f carbo hy­ 
drates, o r the material that go es to 
give heat and vital fo rce, and the sur­ 
plus o f this that gets into the bo dy, 
abo ve what is required fo r immedi­ 
ate use, is sto red up as fat. 
In the o lden time peo ple ate little 
sugar; indeed they had little o r no 
mo ney to pay fo r it, and their fat 
had to co me fro m the meals that 
they ate, po ssibly fro m salt po rk, ad­ 
mitting that fat is sto red up in the 
bo dy as such, which is denied by 
go o d autho rities. 
. It can readily be seen what the ef­ 
fect wo uld be when a peo ple began 
to increase their fat fo rming fo o d be­ 
yo nd the po int o f its co mbustio n in 
the bo dy. Sugar being a highly co n­ 
centrated fo o d o f this character, it is 
capable o f putting many po unds o f 
fat o n the animal bo dy if eateD regu­ 
larly and no t necessarily in large 
quantities, being eaten, as it is, in 
co njunctio n with the starchy fo o ds. 
The 23,000,000 o f peo ple in the United 
States in 1851 ate 602,000,000 po unds 
o f sugar, o r 26 jxjunds apiece o n the 
average. In 1884 the 55,000,000 o f 
peo ple 
ate 
nearly 
3,000,000,000 
po unds, o r 54 po unds apiece o n the 
average. 
The average per capita co nsump­ 
tio n mo re than do ubled within thir 
ty-three years, and in getting this 
average we must include a very large 
po rtio n o f the po pulatio n that co n­ 
sumes little mo re sugar per capita 
than it ever did o n acco unt o f po ver­ 
ty, infancy and o ther causes, so that 
the co nsumptio n amo ng these peo ple 
■who are left to acco unt fo r the great 
increase in the average must be much 
larger than a po und a week, which 
is no w less than than the general av­ 
erage. 
When the water in a river is high, 
a little additio n to it makes a 
freshet. So it is with the sugar eat­ 
ers. 
The starch they eat makes 
necessary the sto ring up o f a co nsid­ 
erable po rtio n o f the sugar they eat 
as fat. This is what ro unds o ut the 
bo dy and the features, and has made 
o ver the o ld time lean Yankee into 
bro ader men and wo men physically. 
With this has co me tho beauty o f 
gracefully curved lines and the o b­ 
literatio n o f sharpness and angles. 
Squalo r and wretchedness do no t go 
with well ro unded bo dies and fea­ 
tures o f pleasing lines, because no t 
eno ugh fo o d that makes fat after 
eno ugh has been burned as fuel is 
eaten. A great deal o f the beauty 
o f fair wo men is made up o f fat, and 
to this sugar largely co ntributes.— 
Go o d Ho usekeeping.

SUGAR AND BEAUTY. 


How the Consumption of Sweets Ha* Af­ 
fected the Forms of Women. 
The relationship between sugar 
and beauty may seem rather remote 
at first, but after all th® dependence 
of beauty on this sweet is intimate. 
People who have no fat show the 
projections of their bones through 
the muscles and skin. The typical 
“Uncle Sam” is a rawboned, lean 
fellow, and in early days this was the 
typical Yankee—that is, a person 
without fat. 
Now, sugar is com­ 
posed of 96.7 per oent. of carbohy­ 
drates, or the material that goes to 
give heat and vital force, and the sur­ 
plus of this that gets into the body, 
above what is required for immedi­ 
ate use, is stored up as fat. 
In the olden time people ate little 
sugar; indeed they had little or no 
money to pay for it, and their fat 
had to come from the meals that 
they ate, possibly from salt pork, ad­ 
mitting that fat is stored up in the 
body as such, which is denied by 
good authorities. 
. It can readily be seen what the ef­ 
fect would be when a people began 
to increase their fat forming food be­ 
yond the point of its combustion in 
the body. 
Sugar being a highly con­ 
centrated food of this character, it is 
capable of putting many pounds of 
fat on the animal body if eateD regu­ 
larly and not necessarily in large 
quantities, being eaten, as it is, in 
conjunction with the starchy foods. 
The 23,000, OOO of people in the United 
States in 1851 ate 602,000,000 pounds 
of sugar, or 26 pounds apiece on the 
average. 
In 1884 the 55,000,000 of 
people 
ate 
nearly 
3,000,000,000 
pounds, or 54 pounds apiece on the 
average. 
The average per capita consump­ 
tion more than doubled within thir 
ty-three years, and in getting this 
average we must include a very large 
portion of the population that con­ 
sumes little more sugar per capita 
than it ever did on account of pover­ 
ty, infancy and other causes, so that 
the consumption among these people 
who are left to account for the great 
increase in the average must be much 
larger than a pound a week, which 
is now less than than the general av­ 
erage. 
When the water in a river is high, 
a little addition to it makes a 
freshet. So it is with the sugar eat­ 
ers. 
The starch they eat makes 
necessary the storing up of a consid­ 
erable portion of the sugar they eat 
as fat. This is what rounds out the 
body and the features, and has made 
over the old time lean Yankee into 
broader men and women physically. 
With this has come the beauty of 
gracefully curved lines and the ob­ 
literation of sharpness and angles. 
Squalor and wretchedness do not go 
with well rounded bodies and fea­ 
tures of pleasing lines, because not 
enough food that makes fat after 
enough has been burned as fuel is 
eaten. 
A great deal of the beauty 
of fair women is made up of fat, and 
to this sugar largely contributes.— 
Good Housekeeping. 


Routing Cats aa a Sacrifice. 
The cat, says Mr. Mill, in his ‘ ‘His­ 
tory of the Crusades,” was a very 
important personage in the religious 
festivals of the times which he de­ 
scribes. At Ail, in Provence, on the 
festival of Corpus Christi, the finest 
tom cat in the canton, wrapped like 
a child in swaddling clothes, was ex­ 
hibited in a magnificent shrine to 
public admiration. Every knee was 
bent, and every hand strewed flow­ 
ers or poured incense, and grimalkin 
was treated in all respects as the god 
of the day. 
But on the festival of St. John 
(June 24) poor Tom s fate was re­ 
versed. 
A number of cats were put, 
into a wicker basket and thrown 
alive into the midst of a large fire, 
kindled in the public square, by the 
bishop and his clergy. 
Hymns and 
anthems were sung, and processions 
were made by the priests and peo­ 
ple in honor of the sacrifice.

An Im porta nt S u b je ct to Be C onsid­ 
ered in th e in te r e st of H ea lth.

At pschent the moon is 230,000 
railes away from our globe; but there 
vv tis a time when it was only one-sixth 
p art of th a t « istance away or, say 
about 40,000 miles away. T hat time 
m ust of a necessity have corresponded 
to some great terrestrial geological 
epoch; probably it was a t tile time 
when the eozoon lived. The object of 
this “note,” however, is not to specu­ 
late on the remoteness of the time, 
but upon the powerful effects our 
“silver sister world” must have had 
on this earth, its waters and its 
atmosphere. At the present time the 
average height of the tides the world 
over is only about three feet; in the 
far away time alluded to when the 
moon was only 40,000 miles away 
they were 116 times as high as at 
present, or 648 feet in height. Such 
a tide as th a t would wash St. Louis 
off the face of the earth, throw a 
flood of sea water 61 feet high on the 
Chicago 
water 
works tower, and 
drown out alm ost every place of im­ 
portance in the United States. Three- 
quarter tide would leave but a few of 
the tallest chimneys and spires in St. 
Louis above water, and a full tide 
would run well tip into the pineries of 
Canada. But according to the-S t. 
Louis Republic this would only last 
for a few hours a t a time; in less than 
five hours the whole of this vast flood 
would hav e retreated. Not only would 
it leave Missouri and all the remain­ 
der of the United States high and dry, 
but would probably drain the Gulf of 
Mexico and leave a gravel and shell- 
paved path from the m outh of the 
Mississippi to Cuba and Jam aica. 
A 
few “dry” hours would pass and then 
the whole land would again beinun-lat­ 
ed only to be soon abandoned. These 
mighty tides are the gift which modern 
astronom ers have made to the work­ 
ing machinery of the geologist. Who 
can doubt th a t they constituted a 
terrific power while aiding in the work 
of stratification?

HOW TO V EN TILA TE. 


An Im p o rta n t S u b je c tto R e c o n s id ­ 
e re d in th e In te r e s t of H ea lth . 
Air should be introduced and re­ 
moved at those parts of the room 
where it would not cause a sensible 
draught. Air flowing against the body 
at, or even somewhat above, the tem­ 
perature of the air of the room will 
cause an inconvenient draught, from 
the fact th at, as it removes the mois­ 
ture of the body, it causes evapora­ 
tion or a sensation of cold. Air 
should never, as a rule, be introduced 
a t or close to the floor level. 
The openings would be liable to be 
fouled with sweepings and dirt. The 
air, unless very much above the tem ­ 
perature of the room, would produce 
a sensation of cold to the feet. 
It 
may be regarded as an axiom in 
ventilating and warming th at the 
feet should be 
kept 
warm 
and 
the 
heal 
be 
kept 
coo). 
The 
orifices at which 
air is adm itted 
should be above the level of the heads 
of p rsons occupying the room. The 
current of inflowing air should be di­ 
rected tow ards the ceiling, and should 
either be as much subdivided as possi­ 
ble by means of numerous orifices, or 
be adm itted through conical openings, 
with the smaller openings toward the 
outer 
and the larger openings to ­ 
ward the room, by which means the 
air of the entering current is very 
rapidly dispersed. Air adm itted near 
the ceiling very soon ceases to exist as 
a distinct current, and will be found 
at a very short distance from the in­ 
let to have mingled with the general 
mass of the air and to have attained 
the tem perature of the room, partly 
owing to the larger mass of air in the 
room with 
the 
inflowing current 
mingles, partly to the action of gravity 
in cases where the inflowing air is cold­ 
er than the air in the room.

Now, in Russia it is a very serious busi­ 
ness to threaten any one wearing the utti- 
iorm of the “ mighty ” Czar; but to threaten 
a Chief of Police in Siberia is an offense so 
grave that very heavy punishment is the 
penalty . Indeed, many a poor fellow ins 
been done to death for it; that is he ha- 
been Hogged so severely that he has died 
under the affliction. 
in Siberia even the petty officials have 
more individual power than llieir superiors 
in St. Petersburg or Moscow, and they u-e 
it like ty rants. 
In this respect they do but 
copy their master, the Little Father—that 
is, the Czar; and all they do, and all the 
cruelty they practise, they do “ For God and 
the Czar; which is a parrot cry heard from 
one end o: the country to the other.

And y et “ For God and the Czar” comestri p- 
piuglv off the tongue of every Russian who 
wears ttie uniform and who in the ex ecu­ 
tion of his duty is called upon to torture 
and break the hearts ol h 3 iellow-men. 
Ivan Alexieff. being a so n o t the Chief o l 
Po lice, had a fair kno wledge o f the po wer 
which o fficials po sse » ed; and when the ex­ 
citement had pas-ed a way and lie lo und him 
self an inmate o f a ceil in the Perm priso n, 
he began to reflect serio usly upo n his po si­ 
tio n. And thft mo re he reflected the mo re 
it became a co nvutio n with him that lie 
was in a dilemma fro m which lie wo uid 
no t by any mean» find it easy to extricate 
himself.

‘ Ho t when the first beet o f hto anger and 
passio n had burned itself o ut and he wii- 
enabled to reaso n calmly, he co uld no t fail 
to reco gnize that his o nly ho pe o f escape 
was by thetxerci'eo f cunning, by patience, 
bv watchfulness, by waiting witho ut co m­

White Czir” when hesubjecteil the J ews to 
persecution.

Outrageous as it may seem, t.ns ignorant 
Governor ol the IV in prison, in thus giving 
ex pression ot his views, did but echo the 
sentiments 
of 
a 
vast 
majority 
of 
his 
country men. 
If 
they 
harry 
a 
J ew 
to 
death, 
they do it 
“ For 
God undtnc Czar.” According to their 
idea a J ew is not as o lier men. lie lias 
not the name feelings. He is fiosspssed ol no 
heart in the sentimental sense, and it i< 
contrary to the Divine J aws that he should 
enjoy the same rights and privileges as 
Christians. 
Whenever a J ewish child is 
born it is l*orn to a heritage of kicks and 
blows, and for it to utter oue word of com- 


p jU D O O C K . 


plaint, or to attempt to retaliate, is abso­ 
lutely monstrous. 
This is a pernicious doctrine, but through­ 
out Russia it obtains; and wbat is more 
strange than all is that it is not confined to 
tne lower classes. The hijjfh born and the 
educated share it with the ignorant and the 
lowly . To be a J ew in Russia is to be de­ 
spised, to be listed, to be ever conscious ot 
y our insecurity ; to know that if y ou have 
property it may at any momant be filched 
from y ou: that y our children will be insult­ 
ed ami reviled; that the law as administered 
to y ou is not the same us that administered 
to the Christian« ; that y ou have not the 
same civil rights nor the same means of 
retires« , while the military regulations press 
more harshly upon y ou; ar.d should a J ew 
be murdered by a Christian, the chances 
are the Christian will escape punishment; 
011 the other hand, if a J ew injure* a Christ­ 
ian, the J ew can hope lor no leniency , no 
mercy . 
Ail this was conspicuous enough and ac­ 
centuated enough in the so-called dark 
ages; but we are at theendof the nineteenth 
century ; education has spread and is still 
spreading Its light through the world; and 
y et, notwithstanding this, that which dis­ 
graced the dark ages still disgrace« Russia 
at the present day . 
The Perm Governor having forcibly ex ­ 
pressed his views to Ivan, and as| it seemed 
to him with good result, made it known to 
the y outh that, lie had no wish to press the 
charge against him. ile pointed out that 
lie had hee:i guilty of great folly , and had 
rendered hiluseif liable to heavy puni« h- 
meut, but for his father’s sake lie would 
forgive him, and would speed him to his 
father with blessings and good wislie*.

W hat Is a Grade? 
It is always a go o d plan in making 
an argument to begin by defining yo ur 
terms. The rule is equally go o d when 
| making a classificatio n o f animals, 
j It is especially im po rtant th a t this 
I sho uld be do ne when premiums are 
j to be awarded, fo r a wro ng definitio n 
| may give o ne co m petito r an unfair ad- 
! vantage o ver ano ther. Fo r example, 
as an exchange po ints o ut, when a 
co unty o r 8 tate agricultural so ciety 
o ffers a premium fo r grade co ws and 
heifers it is essential th a t the exhibits 
sho uld be graded, and no t unregister­ 
ed, tho ro ughbreds in o rder to make 
the co mpetitio n a just o ne. 
The term to be defined is, therefo re, 
what is a grade? Ho me sto ckmen 
class all unregistered cattle as grades, 
whether tho ro ughbred o r no t. And 
o ne case is mentio ned in which a wdl- 
kno w exhibito r o f cattle refused to 
have his co ws registered because he 
fo und th a t he co uld do better with 
them in the grade classes. 
This is sharp practice; but it is 
mo re th a n th a t—it is do wnright de­ 
ceptio n. A grade is a grade, and a 
thro ughbred do es no t beco me a grade 
simply by failure to register. It is a 
tho ro ughbred, no t by virtue o f regis­ 
tratio n, but by descent fro m pure 
sto ck. The simple neglect to keep a 
co w’s reco rd do es no t make her grade 
any mo re than it makes a Jersey a 
Devo nshire. Hhe may no t be eligible 
to the pure bred class o n acco unt o f 
lo ss o f reco rd; but neither is she eli­ 
gible to the grade class. She is simply, 
thro ugh, the carelessness o r indiffer­ 
ence o f her o wner, o utside the pale. 
The fo llo wing definitio ns, fro m the 
Maine Farm er, very happily state the 
lim itatio ns o f the three dao ses into 
which anim als abo ve the scrub class 
are pro perly divided. 
A pure-bred o r tho ro ughbred ani­ 
mal is o ne who a*, breeding runs back 
unbro ken o n bo th side, to animals 
reco rded in the herd bo o k o f the breed 
to which it belo ngs. 
A grade is o ne who se breeding runs 
back, o r either o ue side o r bo th, to 
the co mmo n sto ck o f the co untry. 
“A cro ss-bred" animal is the o ff­ 
spring o f a pure-bred sire o fo nebreed, 
co upled with a pure-bred dam o f an­ 
o ther breed. 
Fairness demands th a t these defini­ 
tio ns sho uld be kept in mind and 
ho nestly o bserved in the awarding o f 
premiums a t fairs. Fo r if an exhibit- , .. „ 
o r have the right to put a po re-bred 
\ 7~fwaa. 
animal in co mpetitio n with grades, it ’ wel« ,if •» 
m ay—tho ugh do es no t always—give 
him a very im po rtant adv antageo v er 
his rivals. The element o f fairness is 
o f the 
first 
im po rtance in 
such 
m atters. Take th a t away, and there 
is no lo nger any real value in the co m­ 
petitio n. and ail interest in the co n­ 
test will so o n die o ut. Fo r it is, o f 
co urse, the co mpariso n and no t the 
premium th a t gives the co mpetitio n 
its value.

And yet it is o ne o f the 
mo st difficult habits fo r a farmer to 
break himself o t when o nce it has 
settled itself upo n him.

There is no thing th a t so clearly 
m arks the difference between a tidy, 
io rrhnndeo , 
thrifty man and o neo f 
o ppo site character than this o f the 
earn o f his to o ls. It runs 
thro ugh 
every line o f business. Ho me men are 
everlastingly 
mislaying 
things. A 
careless m erchant will spend half his 
time rummaging fo r papers he has 
failed to put in the pro per pigeo nho le. 
A heedless carpenter will leave his 
saw here and Ins hammer yo nder, 
and never kno ws jutt where his jack- 
plane o r screwdriver is. And like unto 
these is the unthrifty farmer 
who 
neglects to bring his plo w iro m the 
field and abando ns iiis mo wer o r 
reaper to the tender mercies, like tho se 
o f the wicked, are “cruel.” 
If he wants a ho e, he has to spend 
an ho ur o r so hunting fo r it, running 
it do wn at last in the middle o f a co w 
field. And the spade—where in the 
dickens is it, anyway? The last time 
he had it was—well, he do esn’t rightly 
remember when o r where, but finally 
reco vers it, well rusted, by the side o f 
a d tch he was digging last spring. 
An 1 so it go es. No place fo r any­ 
thing, and, o f co urse, no thing ever in 
its place.

it can be no mo re than a weather 
pro o f shed, m which the to o ls and 
implements o f all kinds can be sto red 
when no t in use, so th a t they will be 
safe fro m the co rro ding elements, itr 
will be a great gain. 
An iro n o r steel implement th a t has 
been allo wed to get rusty has lo st a 
co nsiderable p art o f its value; and 
the wo o den parts, if weather wo rn and 
cracked, wilt no t do half the service 
th a t co uld have been go t fro m them 
had they been pro perly ho used and 
eared fo r. , 
Farm implements are co stly, and 
go o d care o f them pays a handso me 
dividend o n the investment. Try it, 
and so e if it do esn’t.

Liming th e Stables. 
The co nditio n in which so me far­ 
mers keep their st&bles, bo th fo r 
ho rses and cattle, is simply disgrace­ 
ful. They are seldo m cleaned a t all, 
and then the wo rk is o nly half do ne. 
The same o ld dirt and stench are 
carried alo ng fro m y ear to year, a 
standing menace to the health o f the 
sto ck, and a 
shameful evidence o f 
neglect and carelessness on the p art 
o f the farmer. 
The stables ought to be kept clean 
and sweet. No 
accumulations 
o f 
manuie or old rubbish of any kind 
should be allowed. If the cleaning is 
frequently done there will be no great 
amount of labor involved in keeping 
the stables in good condition. 
But they want to be sweetened as 
well as cleaned, and there is nothing 
that can be applied to better advan­ 
tage for this purpose than lime in the 
form of whitewash. 
Some time ago we read of an ingeni­ 
ous method of apply ing whitewash in 
a Very rapid and effectual way . In­ 
stead of a brush, a force pump was 
used with a fine spray ing nozzle. By 
this means the liquid could not only 
be rapidly applied, but forced into 
every nook and cranny of the wood­ 
work, as could not possibly be done 
with a brush. The inventor of this 
method employ ed it mainly in whiten­ 
ing his fences, tree-trunks, etc. But 
the editor of Field and Farm has 
found it equally advantageous in lim­ 
ing the 8 tablee. 
The pump used was of the straight 
single brass cy linder sort, wtighrag

mals which have been neglected in 
Winter get very po o r. They do n’t get 
nutrim ent eno ugh to keep them gro w­ 
ing and. by the time the Summer is 
ended have just begun to fatten a 
little. Every farmer sho uld 
have 
bnrns fo r his sto ck, says a writer in 
Farm er and Breeder, bo th fo r the big 
pro fit there is ia them, and to be hu­ 
mane to the dumb brutes. 
To co mprehend the anim al's feelings 
rightly, just imagine th a t we had to 
lie o ut in the co ld sno w, mud and rain. 
Every perso n who has sto ck sho uld 
have kind feelings fo r them. Think o f 
it, yo u who have no t sufficient stable 
ro o m, and yo u will undo ubtedly p e- 
pare so me kind o f slielter. 
Yo u can 
put up sheds even if yo u have to 
co ver them with straw , which will be 
better than no ne a t all. Sto ck ow 
ers, get ready and bu Id. 
Do n’t put ;t 
o ff any lo nger. Y'o u can feed yo ur 
sto ck o n o ne-half the am o unt and 
keep them in better o rder than yo n 
can by letting them stay o ut do o rs in 
bad weather. 


A P o tato D is e as e E x p e r im e n t. 
An interest ingexperiment was made 
this year by Messrs. Jam es Carter k 
Co ., a well kno wn English firm o f 
scedmen, fo r the purpo se o f testing 
the value o f bo uillie bo rdelaise as a 
preventive o f po tato disease. 
Acco rding to a repo rt given to the 
English Farm er and 
Sto ckbreeder, 
two plo ts o f less than half an acre in 
to tal area were planted to po tato es, 
o ne p o t being dressed with the bo uii- 
lie bo rdelaise, the o ther left undressed. 
In the « tressed plo t, the weight o f 
so me tubers, reduced fro m the awk­ 
ward English systen o f “cwt., qr. and 
G,49G po unds, and the 
unso und 
tui>ers 
eleven 
po unds, the to tal yield being » 1,507 
po unds. In the undressed plo t th- 
weight o f so und tuber* » .is 4.434 
po unds, and th at o f unso und tubers 
707 po unds, the to tal being 5,201 
po unds. This gave a result in favo r 
o f the dressed plo t o f 1,840 po und.*» , ;t 
very favo rable dem o nstratio n o f the 
value o f the mixtures in saving the 
p o tato cro p. 
It was also fo und th at the quality 
o f the tubers o n the dressed plo t was 
superio r to tho se gro wn o n the un­ 
dressed plo t, thus giving no t o nly a 
larger but a better yield.

as the co mmo n expense o f building a 
; co mmo n hay barn. They deem the 
co st o f the machinery is no thing but a 
j co mmo n expense when they co nsider 
i the pro fits they get fro m it. The wo rk 
o f filling the silo they have co tne to 
i think just as co mmo n as the co mmo n 
. wo rk o f harvesting, and they wo nder 
: after what experience they have had 
th at they ever tho ught it was sm h em 
. unco mmo n thing to build and fill a 
j silo .

W hat Is a Grade? 
It is always a good plan in making 
an argument to begin by defining your 
terms. The rule is equally good when 
making a classification of animals. 
It is especially im portant th a t this 
should be done when premiums are 
to be awarded, for a wrong definition 
may give one com petitor an unfair ad­ 
vantage over another. For example, 
as an exchange points out, when a 
county or State agricultural society 
offers a premium for grade cows and 
heifers it is essential th a t the exhibits 
should be graded, and not unregister­ 
ed, thoroughbreds in order to make 
the competition a just one. 
The term to be defined is, therefore, 
what is a grade? Some stockmen 
class all unregistered cattle as grades, 
whether thoroughbred or not. And 
one case is mentioned in which a well- 
know exhibitor of cattle refused to 
have his cows registered because he 
found th a t he could do better with 
them in the grade classes. 
This is sharp practice; but it is 
more than th a t—it is downright de­ 
ception. A grade is a grade, and a 
throughbred does not become a grade 
simply by failure to register. It is a 
thoroughbred, not by virtue of regis­ 
tration, but by descent from pure 
stock. The simple neglect to keep a 
cow's record does not make her grade 
any more than it makes a Jersey a 
I>evonshire. She may not be eligible 
lo the pure bred class on account of 
loss of record; but neither is she eli­ 
gible to the grade class. She is simply, 
through, the carelessness or indiffer­ 
ence of her owner, outside the pale. 
The following definitions, from the 
Maine Farm er, very happily state the 
lim itations of the three classes into 
which anim als above the scrub class 
are properly divided. 
A pure bred or thoroughbred ani­ 
mal is one whose breeding runs back 
unbroken on both side, to animals 
recorded in the herd book ofthe breed 
to which it belongs. 
A grade is one whose breeding runs 
back, or either one side or both, to 
the common stock of the country. 
“A cross-bred” animal is the off­ 
spring of a pure-bred sire of one breed, 
coupled with a pure-bred dam of an­ 
other breed. 
Fairness demands th a t these defini­ 
tions should be kept in mind and 
honestly observed in the awarding of 
premiums a t fairs. For if an exhibit­ 
or have the right to put a pure-bred 
animal in competition with grades, it 
m ay—though does not always—give 
bim a very im portant advantageover 
his rivals. The element of fairness is 
J of the 
first 
im portance in 
such 
m atters. Take th a t away, and there 
I is no longer any real value in the cora- 
1 petition, and all interest in the con­ 
test will soon die out. For it is, of 
j course, the comparison and not the 
premium th a t gives the competition

They don’t get 
nutrim ent enough to keep them grow­ 
ing and. by the time the Summer is 
ended have just begun to fatten a 
little. Every farmer should 
have 
barns for hp* stock, says a writer in 
Farm er and Breeder, both for the big 
profit there is in them, and to be hu­ 
mane to the dumb brutes. 
To comprehend the anim al’s feelings 
rightly, just imagine th at we had to 
lie out in tlie cold snow, mud and rain. 
Every person who has stock should 
have kind feelings for them. Think of 
it, you who have not sufficient stable 
room, and you will undoubtedly pre­ 
pare some kind of shelter. You can 
put up sheds even if you have to 
cover them with straw, which will be 
better than none a t all. Stockow n­ 
ers, get ready and build. Don’t put it 
off any longer. You can feed your 
stock on one-half the am ount and 
keep them in better order than you 
can by letting them stay out doors in 
bad weather.

There is nothing th a t so clearly 
m arks the difference between a tidy, 
lorrhanded, 
thrifty man and oneof 
opposite character than this of the 
cure of Iiis tools. It run* 
through 
every line of business. Some men are 
everlastingly 
mislaying 
things. A 
careless merchant will spend half his 
time rummaging for papers he has 
failed to put in the proper pigeonhole. 
A heedless carpenter will leave his 
saw here and his hammer yonder, 
and never knows just where his jack- 
plane orscrewdriver is. And like unto 
these is the unthrifty farmer 
wrho 
neglects to bring his plow lrom the 
field and abandons his mower or 
reaper to the tender mercies, like those 
of the wicked, are “cruel.” 
If he wants a hoe, he has to spend 
an hour or so hunting for it, running 
it down a t last in the middle of a cow 
field. And the spade—where in the 
dickens is it, anyway? The last time 
he had it was—w'ell, he doesn’t rightly 
remember when or where, but finally 
recovers it, well rusted, by the side of 
a d tell he was digging last spring. 
An I so it goes. No place for any­ 
thing, and, of course, nothing ever in 
its place. 
Now-isn’t this poor business? It is 
wasteful of time and money, and the 
men who are most addicted to such 
folly are the very ones who cannot 
afford it. Men who are prosperous 
don’t indulge in such extravagance, 
for it is by carefully avoiding leaks of 
every kind th a t they have, in large 
measure, attained prosperity. 
One 
of the most economical institutions a 
farmer can have is a good tool house. 
We 
described 
not 
long 
ago 
what a tool house should be; but if 
it can be no more than a weather 
proof shed, in which the tools and 
implements of all kinds can be stored 
when not in use, so th a t they will be 
safe from the corroding elements, it- 
will be a great gain. 
An iron or steel implement; th a t has 
been allowed to get rusty has lost a 
considerable p art of its value; and 
the wooden parts, if weather worn aud 
cracked, will not do half the service 
th a t could have been got from them 
had they been properly housed and 
cared for. „ 
Farm implements are costly, and 
good care of them pays a handsome 
dividend on the investment. Try it, 
and Boe if it doesn’t.

Lim ing th e S t a b le s , 
The condition in which some far­ 
mers keep their stables, both for 
horses and cattle, is simply disgrace­ 
ful. They are seldom cleaned a t all, 
and then the work is only half done. 
Tlie same old dirt and stench are 
carried along from year to year, a 
standing menace to the health of the 
stock, and a 
shameful evidence of 
neglect and carelessness on the p art 
of the farmer. 
The stables ought to be kept clean 
and sweet. No 
accumulations of 
manure or old rubbish of any kind 
should be allowed. If the cleaning is 
frequently done there will be no great 
am ount of labor involved in keeping 
the stables in good condition. 
But they want to be sweetened as 
well as cleaned, and there is nothing 
that can be applied to better advan­ 
tage for this purpose than lime in the 
form of whitewash. 
Some time ago we read of an ingeni­ 
ous method of applying whitewash in 
a Very rapid and effectual way. In­ 
stead of a brush, a force pump was 
used with a fine spraying nozzle. By 
this means the liquid could not only 
be rapidly applied, but forced into 
every nook and cranny of the wood­ 
work, as could not possibly be done 
with a brush. The inventor of this 
method employed it mainly in whiten­ 
ing his fences, tree-trunks, etc. But 
the editor of Field and Farm has 
found it equally advantageous in lim­ 
ing the stables. 
The pump used was of the straight 
single brass cylinder sort, weighing 


A P o ta to D is e a s e E x p e r im e n t. 
An interestingexperiment was made 
this year by Messrs. Jam es Carter & 
Co., a well known English firm of 
seedmen, for the purpose of testing 
the value of bouillie bordelaise as a 
preventive of potato disease. 
According to a report given to the 
English Farm er and 
Stockbreeder, 
two plots of less than half an acre in 
total area were planted to potatoes, 
one p ot being dressed with the bouil­ 
lie bordelaise, the other left undressed. 
In the dressed plot, the weight of 
some tubers, reduced from the awk­ 
ward English systen of “cwt., qr. and 
lb.”—was 
0,49(5 pound®, and the 
weight of unsound 
tuliers 
eleven 
pounds, the to tal yield being 6,507 
pounds. In the undressed plot the 
weight of sound tubers was 4,434 
pounds, and th at of unsound tubers 
707 pounds, the total being 5,201 
pounds. This gave a result in favor 
of the dressed plot of 1,840 pounds, a 
very favorable dem onstration of the 
value of tlie mixtures in saving the 
po tato crop. 
It was also found th at the quality 
of the tubers on the dressed plot was 
superior to those grown on the un­ 
dressed plot, thus giving not only a 
larger but a better yield. 


T h e F a rm er's S ilo 
A few weeks ago an eastern exchange, 
referring to th e 'above subject, ex­ 
pressed the opinion th at there is no 
question but ensilage is a good feea, 
but thought the cost of building the 
silo and tile machinery connected with 
it, the number of hands and team s 
necessary in filling the silo, make it 
out of the reach of the common farm ­ 
er. In a recent number of H oard’s 
Dairyman the editor referring to the 
editor referring to the above said: It 
is estim ated th a t there are between 
5,000 and 10.000 farmers in Wiscon­ 
sin who have silos. We don’t know 
one among them who has abattdoned 
its use. 
They consider themselves 
common fanners, and they consider 
the expense of the silo just as common 
as the common expense of building a 
common hay barn. They deem the 
cost of the machinery is nothing but a 
common expense when they consider 
the profits they get from it. The work 
of fining the silo they have come to 
think just as common as the common 
work of harvesting, and they wonder 
after what experience they have had 
th a t they ever thought it was such an 
uncommon thing to build and fill a 
silo. 


S h o r t Ite m s. 
Greasing the plow will make it clean 
itself in clay ground in wet weather. 
Don’t try to winter a iot of fowls 
th a t aren’t worth wintering. 
Work everything into the soil th a t 
will give it life or add to the supply of 
plant food. 
It is folly to undertake more than 
can be done a t the right time and in a 
proper manner. 
A crop th a t can not be made pro­ 
fitable when thoroughly tested under 
favorable 
conditions, 
should 
be 
abandoned. 


If the hens have to shift for them­ 
selves, they will be likely to prove a 
shirtless set. 
When hay can be used on the farm 
to good advantage prices must be re­ 
m arkably good if it can be sold off the 
farm advantageously. 
Great care should be taken to pre­ 
serve the feed in the best condition, 
and to feed in the m ost economical 
w’ay. Raising a crop is only one point 
in the business. 
Get rid of superannuated hens, lf 
you can’t sell them, eat ’em. An old 
hen, thoroughly parboiled and then 
roasted, is better 
eating than a 
chicken.

To say a man w orks by rule of 
thum b is to reproach him with exact­ 
ness, but when exchequer tallies were 
in use a notch, the width of a thumb, 
represented exactly £10, according to 
Chambers’s Journal. 
When drapers employed the cloth- 
yard wand the possession of a narrow 
thum b 'was an advantage to an 
aspirant to the counter, as inm easur 
ing goods the buyer gained a thum b’s 
width in every yard, but the adop­ 
tion of a measure embedded in the 
counter deprived slim fingered ones of 
their advantage and the draper’s cus­ 
tomers of their “thum bs.” 
It is by the thum b the miller tests 
the character and qualities o! the 
grain he grinds; spreading the sample 
over the fingers by a peculiar move 
ment of the thumb, he gauges its 
value by the thum b itself. 
Cornelius Ketel painted his pictures 
with his thumb, and it is still the 
picture cleaner’s safest tool. When 
sewing w as rendered easier by the in­ 
vention of the thimble or thumbed, 
as it was originally called, th a t use­ 
ful article was worn upon the thumb, 
not the finger; and the Japanese 
dentist, disdaining any but nature’s 
appliances, finds his thum b and finger 
all sufficing in the extraction of the 
most stubborn of aching teeth. 
According to the epilogue waiter of 
the seventeenth century it was then 
easy to distinguish the country from 
the town gallant in a th eattr, the lat­ 
ter being known by putting his peri­ 
wig in order with a comb, while his 
provincial brother was content to 
attain the same object with four fin­ 
gers and a thumb. 
A Chilean merchant used to defy for­ 
gery by placing one thum b on the pa­ 
per he wished to Bign and tracing its 
outline. Then he plated the other 
thum b across, outlined th at, and his 
signature w’as complete. 
The Chinese have long been aware 
th a t the 
impressions 
of no tw’o 
thumbs, even of the same individual, 
are alike, and impressions of every 
criminal’s thum b are taken by the 
dice and numbered for reference, 
e may disguise himself as he will, 
make up as he can, but a comparison 
of the impressions of his thum bs with 
th a t in the police archives settles the 
identity of an old offender beyond 
doubt.

Do not leave the corn which you in­ 
tend for seed in the crib through win­ 
ter.

A. G. McCoy the Victim of h Most Prutal 


Assault. 


A murderous assault was made up­ 
on A. G. McCoy, general superinten­ 
dent of the Northern Mill company’s 
construction work in this city, last 
Saturday morning by a man named 
Amaziah Davis, a blacksmith em­ 
ployed at the mill.

At p»e.4ent the moon is 230,000 
miles away from our globe; but there 
was a time when it was only one-sixth 
part of that < istance away or, say 
about 40,000 miles away. That time 
must of a necessity have corresponded 
to some great terrestrial geological 
epoch; probably it was at the time 
when the eozoon lived. The object of 
this “note,” however, is not to specu­ 
late on the remoteness of the time, 
but upon the powerful effects our 
“silver sister world” must have had 
on this earth, its waters and its 
atmosphere. At the present time the 
average height of the tides the world 
over is only about three feet; in the 
far away time alluded to when the 
moon was only 40,000 miles away 
they were 116 times as high as at 
present, or 648 feet in height. Such 
a tide as that would wash St. Louis 
off the face of the earth, throw a 
flood of sea water 61 feet high on the 
Chicago 
water 
works tower, and 
drown out almost every place of im­ 
portance in the United States. Three- 
quarter tide would leave but a few of 
the tallest chimneys and spires in St. 
Louis above water, and a full tide 
would run well up into the pineries of 
Canada. Rut according to the St. 
Ixjuis Republic this would only last 
for a few hours at a time; in less than 
five hours the whole of this vast flood 
would have retreated. Not only would 
it leave Missouri and all the remain­ 
der of the United States high and dry, 
but would probably drain the Gulf of 
Mexico and leave a gravel and shell- 
paved path from the mouth of the 
Mississippi to Cuba and Jamaica. 
A 
few “dry” hours would pass and then 
the whole land would again beinun ‘nt- 
ed only to be soon abandoned. These 
mighty tides are the gift which modern 
astronomers have made to the work­ 
ing machinery of the geologist. Who 
can doubt that they constituted a 
terrific power while aiding in the work 
of stratification?

HOW TO V E N T IL A T E . 


An Im p o rta n t S u b je c tto B e C o n sld - 
e re d in th e in te r e s t of H e a lth . 
Air should be introduced and re­ 
moved at those parts of the room 
where it would not cause a sensible 
draught. Air flowing against the body 
at, or even somewhat above, the tem­ 
perature of the air of the room will 
cause an inconvenient draught, from 
the fact that, as it removes the mois­ 
ture of the body, it causes evapora­ 
tion or a sensation of cold. Air 
should never, as a rule, be introduced 
at or close to the floor level. 
The openings would be liable to be 
fouled with sweepings and dirt. The 
air, unless very much above the tem­ 
perature of the room, would produce 
a sensation of cold to the feet. 
It 
may be regarded as an axiom in 
ventilating and warming that the 
feet should be 
kept 
warm 
and 
the 
heal 
be 
kept 
coo). 
The 
orifices at which 
air is admitted 
should be above the level of the heads 
of p i sons occupying the room. The 
current of inflowing air should be di­ 
rected towards the ceiling, and should 
either be as much subdivided as possi­ 
ble by means of numerous orifices, or 
be admitted through conical oi>eninas, 
with the smaller openings toward the 
outer 
and the larger openings to­ 
ward the room, by which means the 
air of the entering current is very 
rapidly dispersed. Air admitted near 
the celling very soon ceases to exist as 
a distinct current, and will be found 
at a very short distance from the in­ 
let to have mingled with the general 
mass of the air and to have attained 
the temperature of the room, partly 
owing to the larger mass of air in the 
room with

inflowing current 
mingles, partly to the action of gravity 
in cases where the inflowing airiscold- 
er than the air in the room.

The persecution ot tlie Jews, the w hole­ 
sale arrests that periodically take place ol 
young nun ami women who claim the 
right to speak the thoughts o f their minds, 
tlie sufferings caused to the wretched exilea 
—everything is done “For God and the 
Czar.” 
What the Czar, clothed in purple 
and fine linen, thinks, as he sits in his 
gorgeous palace, w iliuily deaf to the wait­ 
ings and moans of his subjects .in chain*, 
no 
man 
knoweth. 
But-it 
would 
he 
blasphemy 
lor 
anyone 
professing 
reverence for 
the God on high to sup­ 
pose that H e looks favorably on the bar­ 
barities that are carried out in His name. 
And yet “For God and the Czar” comes trip­ 
pingly offihe totigueof every Russian who 
wears the uniform and who in tlie execu­ 
tion of his duty is called upon to torture 
and break the hearts ot his iellow-men. 
Ivan Alexieff. being a son of the Chief of 
Police, had a fair knowledge of the power 
which officials posse-sed; and when tlie ex­ 
citement had pas-ed awayaud he found him 
self an inmate of a cell in the i’erin prison, 
he began to reflect seriously upon his posi­ 
tion. 
And tfift more he reflected tlie more 
it became a conviction with him that he 
was in a dilemma from which he would 
not by any meane find it easy to extricate 
himself.

Outrageous as it may seem, this ignorant 
Governor o! the IV m prison, in thus giving 
expression oi his views, did but cclio tbo 
sentiments

country men. 
If 
they 
harry 
a 
Jew 
to 
de.itli, 
they do it 
“ For 
God and tnc Czar.” 
According to their 
idea, a Jew is not as o'lier men. 
He lias 
not i he same feelings. lie is possessed of no 
h arf, in the sentimental sense, and it i« 
contrary to the Divine laws that he should 
1-njov the sume rights and privileges as 
' 'hristians. 
Whenever a Jewish child is 
born, it is Imrn to a heritage of kicks and 
blows, and for it to utter oue word of coiu- 
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plaint, or to attempt to retaliate, is abso­ 
lutely monstrous. 
This is a pernicious doctrine, but through­ 
out Russia it obtains; and what is more 
strange than all ia that it is not confined to 
tne lower classes. 
The high born and the 
educated share it with the ignorant and the 
low ly. 
To be a Jew in Russia is to be de- 
spised, to be hated, to be ever conscious ot 
your insecurity; to know that if you have 
property it may at any momant be filched 
from you; that your children will be insult­ 
ed ami reviled; that the law as administered 
to you i* not the *ume us that administered 
to the Christians; that you have not the 
same civil rights nor the same means of 
redress, w hile the military regulations press 
more harshly upon you; ar.d should a Jew 
ue murdered by a Christian, the chances 
are the Christian will c-cape punishment; 
on tlie other hand, if a Jew injuree a Christ­ 
ian, the Jew can hope for no leniency, no 
mercy. 
A ll this was conspicuous enough and ac­ 
centuated enough in the so-called dark 
ages; but we are at the end of the nineteenth 
century; education has spread and is still 
spreading Its light through tlie world; and 
yet, notwithstanding this, that which dis­ 
graced the dark ages still disgrace* Russia 
at the present day. 
The Perm t.overuor having forcibly ex­ 
pressed his views to Ivan, and asf it seemed 
to him with good result, made it known to 
the youth that he had no wish to press the 
charge against him. 
He pointed out that 
lie had been guilty of ereat folly, and had 
rendered him self liable to heavy punish­ 
ment, but for his lather’s sake lie would 
lorgive him, and would speed him to his 
father with blessings and good wishes.

W h a t Is a G rad e ? 
I t is alw ays a good plan in making 
an argum ent to begin by defining your 
term s. The rule is equally good when 
making a classification of anim als. 
It is especially im p o rta n t t h a t this 
should be done when prem iums are 
to be awarded, for a wrong definition 
m ay give oneeom petitor an unfair a d ­ 
vantage over another. 
F o r example, 
as an exchange points out, when a 
county or S tate agricultural society 
offers a prem ium for grade cows and 
heifers it is essential th a t the exhibits 
should be graded, and n o t unregister­ 
ed, thoroughbreds in order to m ake 
the com petition a just one. 
The term to be defined is, therefore, 
wlmt 
is a grade? 
Some stockmen 
class all unregistered cattle as grades, 
whether thoroughbred or not. 
And 
one case is mentioned in which a well- 
know exhibitor of cattle refused to 
have his cows registered because he 
found th a t he could do b etter with 
them in the grade classes. 
This is sh arp practice; b u t it is 
more ’th a n t h a t—it is downright de­ 
ception. 
A grade is a grade, and a 
throughbred doe9 not become a grade 
simply by failure to register. 
It is a 
thoroughbred, n o t by virtue of regis­ 
tra tio n , b u t by descent from pure 
stock. The simple neglect to keep a 
cow’s record does no t m ake her grade 
any m ore th an it makes a Jersey a 
Devonshire. 
She m ay not be eligible 
to the pure bred class on account of 
loss of record; bu t neither is she eli­ 
gible to tlie grade class. She is simply, 
through, the carelessness or indiffer­ 
ence of her owner, outside the pale. 
The following definitions, from the 
Maine Farm er, very happily sta te the 
lim itations of the three classes into 
which anim als above the scrub class 
are properly divided. 
A pure-bred or thoroughbred a n i­ 
mal is one whose breeding runs back 
unbroken on both side, to anim als 
recorded in the herd book of the breed 
to which it belongs. 
A grade is one whose breeding runs 
back, or either one side or both, to 
th e common stock of the country. 
“ A cross-bred” anim al is the off­ 
spring of a pure-bred sire ofonebreed, 
coupled with a pure-bred dam of a n ­ 
other breed. 
Fairness dem ands th a t these defini­ 
tions should be kept in mind and 
honestly observed in tlie awarding of 
prem ium s a t fairs. 
F o r if an exhibit­ 
or have tlie right to p u t a pure-bred 
anim al in com petition with grades, it 
m a y —though does n o t alw ays—give 
him a very im p o rta n t advantage over 
his rivals. The element of fairness is 
of tho 
first 
im portance in 
such 
m atters. 
T ake th a t away, and there 
is no longer any real value in the com­ 
petition, and all interest in the con­ 
test will soon die out. 
F o r it is, of 
course, the com parison and n o t the 
premium th a t gives the com petition 
its value.

does the results are interesting. 
A 
case in point, well w orthy of record, 
has recently occurred in A ustria. The 
hero 
of the 
story 
was Archduke 
Joseph, who has himself related it in 
the following words:

ab o u t the park a t Alesuth a few days 
aco, reading F ath er Kneipps’s book 
on the w ater cure, when all of a sud­ 
den I was startled out of my reflec­ 
tion * by a piercing cry uttered behind 
me by some person apparently in 
great pain.

T a k e C a r e o f t h e T o o l s . 
We need m ake no apology for re­ 
curring to this subject, for it is one 
which “ line upon line, precept upon 
precept” is required. The neglect of 
farm tools is one of the biggest leaks 
—next perhaps to the leaching m anure 
pile—th a t depletes the 
resources of 
the farmer. 
And yet it is one of the 
m ost difficult hab its for a farm er to 
break himself of when once it has 
settled itself upon him. 
There is nothing t h a t so clearly 
m arks the difference between a tidy, 
forehanded, 
thrifty m an an d oneof 
opposite character th an this of the 
care of his tools. 
It runs 
through 
every line of business. Some men are 
everlastingly 
mislaying 
things. 
A 
careless m erchant will spend half his 
time rummaging for papers he has 
failed to put in the proper pigeonhole. 
A heedless carpenter will leave his 
saw here and his ham m er yonder, 
and never know s just where his jack- 
plane or screwdriver is. And like unto 
these is the unthrifty farm er 
who 
neglects to bring his plow Irom the 
field and aband on s his mower or 
reaper to the tender mercies, like those 
of the wicked, are “cruel.” 
If he w ants a hoe, he has to spend 
an hour or so hunting for it, running 
it down a t last in the middle of a cow 
field. 
And the spade—where in the 
dickens is it, anyw ay? The last time 
he had it w as—well, he doesn’t rightly 
remember when or where, b u t finally 
recovers it, well rusted, by the side of 
a d tell he was digging last spring. 
An I so it goes. No place for a n y ­ 
thing, and, of course, nothing ever in 
its place. 
Now isn’t this poor business? 
It is 
wasetful of time and money, and the 
men who are m ost addicted to such 
folly are tbe very ones who cannot 
afford it. 
Men who are prosperous 
d o n ’t indulge in such extravagance, 
for it is by carefully avoiding leaks of 
every kind th a t they have, in large 
measure, atta in e d prosperity. 
One 
of the m ost economical institutions a 
farm er can have is a good tool house. 
We 
described 
n o t 
long 
ago 
w hat a tool house should be; bu t if 
it can be no m ore th a n a weather 
proof shed, m which the tools and 
implements of all kinds can be stored 
when not in use, so t h a t they will be 
safe from the corroding elements, it* 
will be a great gain. 
An iron or steel implement th a t has 
been allowed to get ru sty has lost a 
considerable p a rt of its value; and 
the wooden parts, if weather worn and 
cracked, will no t do half the service 
th a t could have been got from them 
had they been properly housed and 
cared for. , 
F a rm implements are costly, and 
good care of them pay s a handsom e 
dividend on the investment. T ry it, 
an d soe if it doesn’t. 


Lim ing t h e S t a b l e s . 
The condition in which some far­ 
mers keep their stables, both for 
horses and cattle, is simply disgrace­ 
ful. They are seldom cleaned a t all, 
and then the work is only half done. 
The sam e old dirt and stench are 
carried along from year to year, a 
standing menace to the health of the 
stock, and a 
shameful evidence of 
neglect and carelessness on the p a r t 
of tlie farmer. 
The stables ought to be kept clean 
an d sweet. No 
accum ulations of 
m anuie or old rubbish of any kind 
should be allowed. 
If th e cleaning is 
frequently done there will be no great 
a m o u n t of labor involved in keeping 
the stables in good condition. 
B ut they w ant to be sweetened as 
well as cleaned, and there is nothing 
th a t can be applied to better a d v a n ­ 
tage for this purpose th a n lime in the 
form of whitewash. 
Some time ago we read of an ingeni­ 
ous m ethod of applying whitewash in 
a Very rapid an d effectual way. 
In­ 
stead of a brush, a force pum p was 
used with a fine spraying nozzle. 
By 
this m eans the liquid could n o t only 
be rapidly applied, b u t forced into 
every nook and cranny of the wood­ 
work, as could n o t possibly be done 
with a brush. The inventor of this 
m ethod employed it m ainly in whiten­ 
ing his fences, tree-trunks, etc. 
B ut 
the editor of Field an d F a r m has 
found it equally advantageous in lim­ 
ing the stables. 
The pum p used was of the straight 
single brass cylinder sort, weighing 


four of five pounds, m ade on tho 
double-acting principie, to ho used in 
a pail or barrel. T he hose was leng­ 
thened to eight ieet, and a Nixon No. 
3 spraying nozz e was attach ed to it. 
Any 
nozzle 
th a t 
will 
throw 
a 
fine 
spray 
will 
do. 
W ith 
this 
implement, 
which 
can 
be 
bought for abo u t $5, he found th a t 
the cleansing m aterial could be forced 
into the rem otest corners and crevices, 
doing a perfect job, while ten times 
more work could be done in a given 
time, and vastly better, tlian with a 
brush. 
Such an application, m ade as often 
as seems to be necessary to keep the 
premises sweet, would be much better 
th a n a coat of paint, as well os a 
f 
;ood deal cheaper. 
And the chicken 
louses, hog pens, granaries, cellais, 
and, in fact, all the farm buildings 
would be benefited vvi’h an application 
now and then of this purifying agent 
—particularly, and often, the chicken 
houses, 
where troublesom e lice aie 
a p t to congregate. 


S h e l t e r i n g t h e S t o c k P ys. 
Stock well W intered is half Sum­ 
mered, anil the reason is, th a t an i­ 
mals which have been neglected in 
W inter get very poor. 
They d o n ’t get 
nutrim ent enough to keep them grow­ 
ing and. by the tim e the Summer is 
ended have just begun to fatten a 
lit tie. 
Every farmer should 
have 
barn s for his stock, says a writer in 
F arm er and Breeder, both for the big 
profit there is in them, and to be hu­ 
m ane to the dum b brutes. 
To comprehend the anim al’s feelings 
rightly, just imagine th a t we had to 
lie o u t in the cold snow, mud and rain. 
Every person who has stock should 
have kind feelings for them. Think of 
it, you who have not sufficient stable 
room, and you will undoubtedly pre­ 
pare some kind of shelter. 
You can 
put up sheds even if you have to 
cover them with straw , which will be 
better th an none a t all. 
S to c k o w n ­ 
ers, get ready and build. 
D on’t p u t it 
off any longer. 
You can feed your 
stock on one-half the a m o u n t and 
keep them in better order th an you 
can by letting them stay out doors in 
bad weather. 


A P o t a t o D i s e a s e E x p e r i m e n t . 
An interestingexperiment was made 
this year by Messrs. Jam es Carter & 
Co., a well known 
English firm of 
seedmen, for the purpose of testing 
the value of bouillie bordelaise as a 
preventive of p o ta to disease. 
According to a report given to the 
English F arm er and 
Stockbreeder, 
two plots of less th an half an acre in 
to ta l area were planted to potatoes, 
one p o t being dressed with the bouil­ 
lie bordelaise, the other left undressed. 
In the dressed plot, the weight of 
some tubers, reduced from the aw k­ 
ward English systen of “cwt., qr. and 
lb.” —was 
0,496 pounds, 
and the 
weight o! unsound 
tul»ers 
eleven 
pounds, the to ta l yield being 0,507 
pounds. 
In the undressed plot tic; 
weight of sound 
tubers was 4,434 
pounds, and th a t of unsound tubers 
707 pounds, the to ta l being 5,‘J01 
pounds. This gave a result in favor 
of th e dressed plot of 1,840 pounds, a 
very favorable dem onstration of the 
value of the m ixtures in saving the 
p o ta to crop. 
It was also found th a t the quality 
of the tubers on the dressed plot was 
superior to those grown on tlie un- 
dre-sed plot, thus giving n o t only a 
larger but a better yield. 


T h e F a r m e r ' s Silo 
A few weeks ago an eastern exchange, 
referring to th e ' above subject, 
ex­ 
pressed the opinion th a t there is no 
question b u t ensilage is a good feea, 
b u t thought the cost of building the 
silo and the machinery connected with 
it, the num ber of h ands and team s 
necessary in filling the silo, m ake it 
o u t of the reach of the com m on farm ­ 
er. 
In a recent num ber of H o a rd ’s 
D airym an the editor referring to the 
editor referring to the above said: It 
is estim ated th a t there are between 
5,000 and 10.000 farmers in Wiscon­ 
sin who have silos. 
We d o n ’t know 
one among them who has abandoned 
its use. 
They consider themselves 
comm on farmers, and they consider 
the expense of the silo just as common 
as the com m on expense of building a 
com m on hay barn. 
They deem the 
cost of the machinery is nothing bu t a 
common expense when they consider 
the profits they get from it. The work 
of filling the silo they have come to 
think just as com mon as the com m on 
work of harvesting, and they wonder 
after what experience they have had 
th a t they ever thought it was such an 
uncommon thing to build and fill o 
silo. 


S h o r t Ite m s. 
Greasing the plow will m ake it clean 
itself in clay ground in wet weather. 


Don’t try to winter a lot of fowls 
th a t aren ’t w orth wintering. 


W ork everything into the soil th a t 
will give it life or ad d to the supply of 
plan t food. 


It is folly to undertake m ore th an 
can be done a t the right time and in a 
proper manner. 


A crop th a t can n o t be m ade p ro ­ 
fitable when thoroughly tested under 
favorable 
conditions, 
should 
be 
abandoned. 


If the hens have to shift for them ­ 
selves, they will be likely to prove a 
shiftless set. 
When hay can be used on the farm 
to good advantage prices m ust be re­ 
m arkab ly good if it can be sold off the 
farm advantageously. 


G reat care should be taken to pre­ 
serve the feed in the best condition, 
an d tc feed in the m ost economical 
way. Raising a crop is only one point 
in the business. 


Get rid of su perannuated hens. 
If 
you can ’t sell them, eat ’em. 
An old 
hen, thoroughly parboiled and then 
roasted, 
is better 
eating th a n a 
chicken. 


Do n o t leave the corn which you in­ 
tend for seed in the crib through win­ 
ter. H um id weather, followed by low 
tem perature, will render its germ inat­ 
ing power very uncertain. 


In sending p o ta to e s to m ark et do 
n o t mix varieties, and so rt as evenly 
to one size as you can. 
Dealers like 
to handle goods th a t show some care 
and judgment on the p a rt of 
the 
shipper. 


Now is a good tim e to clean up 
fence corners, clearing 
o u t stones, 
stum ps or rubbish th a t prevent good 
grass or some other useful crop from 
growing there and being harvested a t 
the proper time. 


Stiff clay soils are generally benefited 
by late fall plowing, from th e freez­ 
ing 
an d thawing of 
the 
exposed 
rough surfaces which will p u t them 
into a better condition to be well 
pulverized by the spring cultivation. 


The farm er should no longer hire a 
gang to reap, a gang to bind an d a 
gang to thresh with flails—machinery 
does it. 
He does n o t “chop down 
and cover” in planting cotton. 
Does 
n o t go five times in a row plowing 
cultivated crops. 


W h a t so rt of a thriftless curm ud­ 
geon are you, any way—you who will 
n o t provide you r hens decent q u a r­ 
ters to live and sleep in, and yet ex­ 
pect them to scratch up a living and 
supply you with a bountiful lot of 
eggs, sum m er an d winter, spring and 
fall.

“One alw ays likes to read ab o u t 
the fidelity of anim als,” said a gentle­ 
m an to a Utica Observer man, “ and 
I will tell you a little incident th a t 
came under my observation when I 
was takingm y vacation last summer.

distance aw ay he would stam p his 
feet tw o or three times when Doll w h s 
listening. 
She was always sure of 
finding 
him, 
though sometimes it 
would take an hour to d oit, and then 
they would go aw ay side by side crop­ 
ping the fresh grass. 
When they went 
to the spring in one corner of the lot 
to drink Jack always led the way, ami 
fie would stan d beside the trough and 
call to his m ate until she stood beside 
him and both would drink together.

thum b is to reproach him with exact­ 
ness, but when exchequer tallies were 
in use a notch, the width of a thum b, 
represented exactly £10, according to 
Cham bers’s Journal. 
When drapers employed the clotb- 
y a rd w and the possession of a narrow 
thum b 
was an advantage to an 
asp iran t to the counter, as in m easur­ 
ing goods the buyer gained a th u m b ’s 
width in every yard, bu t the ad op­ 
tion of a measure embedded in the 
counter deprived slim fingered ones of 
their advantage and the d rap er’s cus­ 
tom ers of their “ th um bs.” 
It is by the thum b the miller tests 
the character and qualities of the 
grain he grinds; spreading the sample 
over the fingers by a peculiar m ove­ 
m ent of the 
thum b, he gauges its 
value by the th um b itself. 
Cornelius Ketel painted his pictures 
with his thum b, an d it is still the 
picture cleaner’s safest tool. 
When 
sewing was rendered easier by the in­ 
vention of the thim ble or thumbell, 
as it was originally called, th a t use­ 
ful article was worn upon tbe thum b, 
not the finger; and the Japanese 
dentist, disdaining any b u t n a tu re ’s 
appliances, finds his thum b and finger 
all sufficing in the extraction of the 
m ost stu bb orn of aching teeth. 
According to the epilogue writer of 
the seventeenth century it was then 
easy to distinguish the country from 
the tow n gallant in a th e a ttr, the la t­ 
ter being known by putting his peri­ 
wig in order with a comb, while his 
provincial 
brother was content to 
a tta in the same object with four fin­ 
gers and a thum b. 
A Chilean m erchant used to defy for­ 
gery by placing one thum b on the p a ­ 
per he wished to Bign and tracing its 
outline. Then he plated the other 
thum b across, outlined th a t, and his 
signature was complete. 
The Chinese have long been aware

thum bs, even of the same individual, 
are alike, and impressions of every 
criminal’s thum b are taken by the 
police and numbered for reference. 
He m ay disguise himself as he will, 
m ake up as he can, b u t a com parison 
of the impressions of his thu m b s with 
th a t in the police archives settles the 
identity of an old offender beyond 
doubt.
